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Coffee County Commission agrees to raise salaries 


of jailers in attempt to attract qualified personnel 


The Coffee County Commission 
met in regular session on Monday, 
June 10, at the courthouse in 
Enterprise and voted to approve a 
request from Sheriff Brice Paul to 
give a pay raise to all jailers and to 
the chief clerk, and to create a 
position of jail administrator, 

Sheriff Paul told the commission 
he had interviewed nine applicants 
to fill the vacancies for two female 
jailers, but stated the starting salary 
of minimum wage resulted in no 
applicant accepting the job. 

‘We need to hire the best people 
available,’’ said Paul, ‘‘It might cost 
more now, but it will save money in 
the long run.’ 

After hearing the sheriff request 
a higher starting salary for the jailers 
aud the chief clerk, the commission 
agreed to give a riase now and again 
in October 

The commission also agreed to 
employ a jail administrator and place 
him on a straight bi-weekly salary

Household Workers Need Social Security 


Do you hire someone to clean 
your house? Or watch your children 
until you get off work? Or care for 
your lawn? 

If so, and you pay the person $50 
or more in cash in a 3-month 
calendar quarter, you must deduct 
social security taxes and report the 
wages. If you don’t report, you. may 
be subject to a penalty; and the 
individual can lose valuable social 
security protection 

Keep in mind that social security 
is much more than a retirement 
program that provides monthly 
checks at 62 and Medicare at 65. It 
also pays monthly benefits to a 
worker and dependents if she or he 
become severely disabled before 65, 
And, certain dependents can get 
payments if the worker dies. 

However, these benefits can be 
paid only if the worker has credit for 
a certain amount of work under 
Social Security. Also, some recent 
work credits are required for 
disability benefits. In addition, the 
amount of monthly benefits is closely 
related to the amount of reported 
earnings. 

If you and other employers do not 


report some or all of your employee's 
earnings, the person may have a 
short-term gain in more take-home 
pay. But later on, benefits may not 
be payable to the worker and 
dependents; or the amount may be 
greatly reduced, Therefore, he or 
she will lose in the long run, 

If you employ someone in or 
around your-home, call your Internal 
Revenue Service (IRS) office for 
reporting forms and instructions. 
IRS Form 942 (Employer's Quarterly 
Tax Return for Household 
Employees) is due a month after a 
quarter ends. For example, if you 
pay someone $50 or more in the 3 
months ending June 30, your report 
is due by July 31. 

For 1985, deduct 7.05 percent 
from your employee's wages and pay 
an equal Social Security tax as your 
Share. Include these taxes with your 
report.

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FACING THE ROUGH TIMES 

Christian for which do you pray 
for God to remove the rough times 
which you face or for God to help you 
keep on as you face the rough times 
of life? Before you answer, look 
seriously at James 1:2-4 

Notice the realistic description of 
life contained in these verses 
especially in verse 2 The word 
‘temptations’’ in the King James 
does not refer to allurement 
to do evil. It refers to rough or trying 
times. The New American Standard 
translation for verse 2 is ‘‘Consider it 
all joy, my brethren, when you 


version 


encounter various trials.’’ The word 
“‘divers'’ means various, manifold, 
or many-colored, It reminds us of 
the variegated flower It also 


reminds us that the tough times of 
life are many and varied The 
presence of the word ‘‘brethren”’ in 
verse 2 indicates that Christians are 
not immune to the trials of life. Paul 
wrote about several kinds of rough 
times which he faced (see Il 
Corinthians 11:23-27). What is the 
best way to face the difficult times in 
life? 

Notice that the Bible contains a 
difficult recommendation regarding 
the tough times we face. The 
Suggestion is that we respond with 


‘‘patience’’ (verse 3). The word 
translated ‘‘patience’’ means lit- 
erally ‘‘to remain under’’. I must 


confess from my own experience that 
at times that is the most difficult 
thing to do when I face tough times 
Some find it much easier to quit, or 
to run away, or to turn to alcohol or 
drugs to help them face life's rough 


times. Why does the Lord want us to 
‘remain under'’ the rough times in 
life? 

Notice also that this passage 


contains a promise for the person 
who ‘‘remains under’’ the various 
trying times of life and who “‘keeps 
on keeping on."’ The promise may 
be surprising (if not shocking). God 
did not promise to remove the rough 


times. He promised that if we 
remain under the load we will 
develop into persons who are 


equpped to face the rough times of 
life. The words ‘‘perfect and entire” 
in verse 4 describe a person who is 


complete or whole. They mean ‘'to 
be in proper working order’’, Thus, 
they describe the kind of person God 
wants us to be 

One of my seminary professors 
used to say, ‘God is not interested in 
our comfort. He is interested in our 
character,’’ That may not ‘set too 
but it sure sounds a lot like 
what James wrote in James 1:2-4. 
Maybe we should not pray for God to 
remove the rough times in life but 
rather that He would give us the 
strength to remain under and keep 
on keeping on, What a tough way to 
become a better person!

Fifty Years Of Soil Conservation 


In 1935 America was a different 
sort of place than it is today 
Depression had the country in its 
grip and the problems of jobless, 
homeless people preoccupied the 
nation’s leadership. But, environ 
mental problems also existed. In the 
spring of 1935, the skies of New York 
and Washington, D.C. were 
darkened by wind blown soils from 
the farms of Texas and Oklahoma 
Congressmen could taste the grit of 
soil in their mouths as they listened 
to Hugh Hammond Bennett, the 
father of Soil Conservation, testify 
about the need for a national soil 
conservation program 

Hugh Bennett succeeded in con- 
vincing the Congressmen of the need 
for soil conservation and thus began 
the Soil Conservation Service, today 
an agency of the Department of 
Agriculture 

President Franklin D. Roosevelt 
signed the legislation which created 
SCS He was deeply concerned 
about the devastating effects of soil 
erosion, probably more than any 
other President. At one time he 
said, ‘‘the Nation that destroys its 
soil, destroys itself."’ Truer words 
were never spoken 

The major objective of SCS is to 
help farmers and other land users 
conserve and protect their soil, water 
and realted resources for the benefit 
of present and future generations of 
Americans. To obtain this objective, 
SCS advocates protecting the soil 
from water and wind erosion by 
ground cover-preferably permanent 
ground cover - and by slowing down 
the runoff of water 

In Alabama soil conservation 
efforts began with the Civilian Con- 
servation Corps (CCC) in 1934. 
Workers built terraces, planted trees 
on marginal cropland, constructed

gully control structures and grew 
seedlings 

Conservation Districts came to 
Alabama in the late 1930's and early 
1940’s. In Alabama, a district covers 
the area of a county in which 5 men, 
called supervisors, provide 
leadership for the conservation 
efforts made in that district. The 
legislation which created these dis- 
tricts was signed by Governor Frank 
Dixon on March 18, 1939. Alabama 
was the first state to be completely 
covered by Conservation Districts. 


Because of the work done by CCC 
camps, Conservation Districts and 
conservation minded farmers, you 
are living much better in Alabama 
today. Grocery stores in the state 
are filled with high quality produce 
at reasonable prices and the state’s 
cropland and pastures are productive 
- not washing away as they were SO 
years ago. The increase in the 
quality of life can’t be attributed 
solely to conservation in Alabama’s 
67 Districts but there’s no doubt it 
has contributed to it. 


Study Aims For Safer, Less Costly Highways 


Highways take a lot of abuse, as 
any motorist ‘‘lost’’ in a pothole can 
attest. Soit’s important that highway 
pavement be able to withstand traffic 
and the elements. 

University of Alabama 
engineering professors Jim Keating 
and Dr, Dan Turner are studying the 
materials that make up asphalt 
highway pavement to determine 
which combinations give the best 
service and are the most cost 
effective. 

The study is funded by the 
Alabama Highway Dept. as part of 
an on-going Pavement Mangement 
Program 

‘Roads have to hold up under the 
worst of conditions--constant traffic, 
extreme temperatures, all kinds of 
weather. We want to know why some 
roads keep a good surface for 30 


, years, W hile others wear and become 


slick in five,’ said Keating, a 
professor of civil engineering 
technology. 

The professors are using data on 
friction numbers, currently being 
gathered by the State Highway Dept. 
on the state's 3,200 sections of 
roadway 

“The numbers determine the 
amount of friction between the road 
and automobile tires. The lower the 
friction number, the slicker the road, 
and of course, that isn’t safe,’’ 
Keating explained 

By correlating friction numbers 
with the different mixtures used in 
making pavement, the researchers 
hope to find out which ingredients 
affect the friction numbers the most. 

Asphalt payements are composed 
of different types of sedimentary 
rock, held together by asphalt 
cement, a bonding agent. Keating 
noted that most roads in Alabama 
are made as asphalt because it it 
pliable and easier to repair than 
concrete pavements 

Preliminary findings show a 
definite increase in friction values 
with the use of certain types of rock 
The four major ones used in 
Alabama are slag, granite, gravel 
and limestone, in order of effective 
ness 


‘‘A mix made mostly with granite 
will produce much better 
characteristics than a mix made up of 
limestone. Limestone polishes very 
quickly, causing a pavement to 
become slick,’’ he explained. 


Another critical factor in 
producing high friction numbers is 
that the rock be crushed. 

“You can imagine the friction 
difference between your car tires 
riding on a rough, pointed surface 
compared to the smooth surface of 
gravel,’’ he added. 

Until recently, Alabama has been 
one of only a few states in the nation 


with a Pavement Management 
Program. 

“When Alabama started its 
program a couple of years ago, fewer 
than 10 states were actively 
involved. Most states are now 
moving in that direction with help: 
from the federal government,’’ he 
said, 

Keating said the major accom- 
plishment of the research will be to 
give the highway department data to 
help determine the kind of service 
each section of roadway is giving and 
the best’ materials to use in con- 
structing new highways or in 
overlaying existing ones.

DOLLAR SPOT 

Dollar spot is beginning to show 
up on many bermudagrass lawns. 
This disease is a common problem on 
both zoysiagrass and bermudagrass 
lawns. Usually, dollor spot first 
appears in May or June and can 
cause problems until late fall. Dry 
weather tends to favor dollar spot 
development. Early morning dews 
or fogs will provide enough moisture 
for the spread of dollar spot even 
during periods of drought. 

Symptoms of dollar spot first 
appear as small yellow lesions on the

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sweetened condensed milk to make 
caramel pudding could be dan- 
gerous. As many of you know this 
method calls for heating an 
unopened can of sweetened con- 
densed milk in the oven or in a boiler 
of boiling water. 

If any unopened can of food is 
heated in boiling water, oven, or an 
electric cooker, it could explode, and 
serious injury result. A safe way to 
prepare the delicious and _ well- 
known caramel pudding easily and 
safely is to follow these instructions. 


Oven Method. 

Preheat oven to 425°. Pour 
sweetened condensed milk into a 
glass pie plate. Cover with foil; 
place in a shallow pan of hot water 
and bake for one to one-and-a-half 
hours or until thick and_ light 
caramel-colored. Remove foil, cool 
and chill before serving. 


Stovetop Method 

Pour sweetened condensed milk 
into top of double boiler and cover 
Place over boiling water; simmer 
water one to one-and-a-half hours or 
until thick and light caramel- 
colored. Beat until smooth. Cool, 
then chill thoroughly

leaves. These lesions quickly 
expand light brown bands across a 
leaf with a dark brown margin. 
Infected areas gradually enlarge to 
straw-colored spots two to three 
inches in diameter. Gradually, these 
spots will merge together forming 
large irregular straw-colored areas. 
Normally, dollar spot symptoms are 
quite distinct on low cut bermuda- 
grass or zoysiagrass. Symptoms on 
high cut turf are quite diffuse and 
may be confused with other turfgrass 
diseases. 

The development of dollar spot is 
often related to environmental 
stress. Management practices can be 
used to correct those stresses and 
therefore provide at least partial 
control of dollar spot. 

The incidence of dollar spot is 
closely tied to nitrogen fertility 
levels. This disease can be quite a 
problem on lawns maintained at 
relatively low nitrogen fertility 
levels. However, dollar spot may 
develop on a lawn no matter how 
well it is fertilized. The best method 
of minimizing dollar spot-related 
damage is to maintain a zoysiagrass 
or bermudagrass lawn at rec- 
ommended nitrogen fertility levels. 
Soil moisture levels apparently are 
related to dollar spot severity. This 
disease tends to be more of a 
problem during dry weather when oil 
moisture levels are low. To increase 
soil moisture, irrigate the lawn on a 
weekly basis. 

Dollar spot is not a difficult 
disease to control with fungicides. 
Garden stores stock fungicides such 
as Daconil 2787 (chlorothalonil), 
Liquid Lawn Disease Control 
(chlorothalonil), Tersan 1991 
(benomy]), and Dyrene (anilazine) 
that will provide excellent dollar spot 
control. For. best results, these 
fungicides should be applied three to 
five times at 10-14 day intervals in 
about 10-20 gallons of water per 1000 
square feet. 
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irrigated land. On extremely sandy, 
droughty soils, 40,000 plants per 
acre are suggested. However, on 
good soil under good management 
and irrigation, you can go to 100,000 
plants per acre. 

Grain sorghum also requires soil 
with a high pH. Acid soils do not 
produce good yields of grain 
sorghum. If you are in doubt about 
whether your land needs lime, go 
ahead and send a soil sample in 
before you plant the grain sorghum. 

Research conducted by the 
Alabama Agricultural Experiment 
Station shows that grain sorghum 
yields on very acid soil with a pH of 
5.0 were about 14 bushels an acre. 
Soils with a pH of 5.5 yielded 30 
bushels an acre, and on land with an 
ideal pH of 6.5, yields were 90 
bushels an acte. 


SPRAY PROGRAM 

Don’t wait too late to begin your 
leafspot control program on peanuts. 
Our official recommendation is that 
leafspot control should start 30-45 
days after planting, or by June 1. 
However, if your peanuts are up as 
large as hand size, I would go ahead 
and begin a spray program even if 
the peanuts are only three weeks old. 
Now is the time to keep leafspot from 
getting a head start. 

Several materials are rec- 
ommended for leafspot control. 
These include Brayo, Du-ter and 
Kocide. However, Bravo is the only 
recommended fungicide which gives 
adequate control of both early and 
late leafspot. Du-ter and Kocide will 
do fine on early leafspot but are not 
nearly as effective as Bravo on late 
leafspot. 

Some growers are using 1'4 pints 
of material per acre, but if you have 
had problems with leafspot disease 
in the past, stay with the regular 
recommendation of 2-1/8 pints per 
acre. Don’t take a chance on leafspot 
disease getting started.

How Do Y'all Set Bag Limits? 


BY: FRANK P. HANLEY 


One of the questions most often 
asked of Game and Fish personnel 
by sportsmen is, ‘How do y'all 
determine the seasons aad bag 
limits?'’ The process of formulating 
the dates and numbers of animals to 
be harvested is not an easy one. 
Numerous man-hours are spent by 
Game and Fish Division persounel in 


considering all factors. These 
include habitat, population level, 
reproduction, previous year's 
harvest, crop depredation and 
carrying capacity of the land, 
Recommendations for the 


seasons and bag limits by county are 
forwarded to Game and Fish section 
chiefs in Montgomery and consoli- 
dated into a total statewide pack- 
age. This statewide recommenda- 
tion is prepared for the Game and 
Fish Division director. If approved, 
it is forwarded to the Commissioner 
of the Department of Conservation 
and Natural Resources for his 
approval, These approved recom- 
mendations are then forwarded to 
the Conservation Advisory Board 
This 10 member panel of citizens, 
appointed by the Governor, reviews 
and approves the hunting, fishing 
and trapping seasons and bag limits 

The Advisory will hold its next 


meeting June 21, 1985, at Gulf 
Shores. Prior to making its final 
approval, the Board will hold a

public hearing whereby individuals, 
representatives of hunting 
sportsmen clubs, associations and 
other groups interested in the season 


and bag limits will be allowed to 
present their views on _ specific 
aspects of the 1985-86 hunting 


season regulations. 

All phases of the seasons and bag 
limits may not be resolved during the 
meeting. Some issues influenced by 
documented comments and presen- 
tations at the public hearing, may 
require further review of recom- 
mendations and evaluation of the 
present and future welfare of 
resources, The limitations of 
physical habitat and fish and wild- 
life population factors, the desires 
and opinions of the public - including 
sportsmen, landowners, private 
individuals, and the membership of 
various Organizations - often require 
that reasonable compromises be 
made to sustain harvestable 
resources, 

Game and Fish staff recom 
mendations, in conjunction with 
public input, will weigh heavily in 
the final decisions regarding the 
1985-86 Alabama Hunting Season
